For your enjoyment and convenience: 

An excellent restaurant with a panoramic 
view is open daily from nine to four thirty 
p.m. Counter, fountain and table 
service are available. 

Picnic areas and refreshment stands 
are located throughout the Zoo. 

Two large gift shops offer a wide 
assortment of souvenirs, postcards, 
books and Zoo publications. 

Film, camera rentals, postcards, slides, 
motion pictures, animal-sound re¬ 
cordings and publications are sold 
at the camera stand. 

Trained seals perform in the Wegeforth 
Bowl on A-Mesa every day throughout 
the year. Admission is free. 

Frequent guided bus tour service is 
available for a 45-minute, three and 
one-half mile trip through the Zoo. 

Strollers and wheel-chairs may be 
rented by the hour or the day. 

ZOONOOZ, a popular monthly publication, 
is available at the gift shop or may 
be purchased by annual subscription. 

Scientific bulletins of the Society 
are priced on the basis of printing and 
distribution costs. The Society most 
recently sponsored the publication of 
“Rattlesnakes: Their Life Histories, 
Habits, and Influence on Mankind,” 
a classic treatment by the world’s 
authority, L. M. Klauber, LL.D., 

University of California Press, in two 
volumes (1539 pages).

a main mesa which parallels Zoo Drive. Starting at the south end, the four mesas are lettered A, B, C and D. The canyons are lettered E, F and G 


(a) Mesa 

At the front of this 
mesa is the Reptile 
House, with the area 
to the west given over 
to open lizard pits, 
turtle and tortoise 
pens, and alligator 
and crocodile pools. 
Wegeforth Bowl also 
is located here and 
features seal shows 
daily. Near the Bowl 
are the Humming¬ 
bird Flight Cage and 
the Children’s Zoo. 
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(b) Mesa 

Primates, including 
small monkeys, are 
shown here. Hun¬ 
dreds of miscellane¬ 
ous birds also are 
exhibited. The world’s 
largest walk-through 
flight cages can be 
entered from this 
mesa. The south cage 
exhibits shore and 
marsh birds, while 
the cage or>the north 
is a simulated rain 
forest. 


(c) Mesa 

Elephants and rhi¬ 
noceroses are fea¬ 
tured here, also some 
particularly rare spe¬ 
cies of smaller ani¬ 
mals, including Okapi 
from the Congo. 


(d) Mesa 

In addition to a moat¬ 
ed exhibit forgiraffes, 
this mesa features 
hoofed animals: 
sheep, goats, ante¬ 
lope, deer, bison, 
moose, elk, and exotic 
ground birds. 


(e) Canyon 

This is a wild bird 
sanctuary as well as 
exhibit area for 
ducks, geese, swans, 
and other birds on 
permanent display. 
Hippopotamuses, wa¬ 
ter buffalo and chee¬ 
tah also are exhibited 
here. 


(?) Canyon 

The lower end of this 
canyon features 
mixed bird and mam¬ 
mal habitat exhibits, 
while farther up are 
grottoes for bears, 
lions and tigers, di¬ 
vided by a series of 
pools for sea mam¬ 
mals. Entrance to 
moving sidewalk is 
located in this area.
